COMITE ON RELATIONS WITH HOST COUNTRY- 

WHEN COMITE MET APRIL 10 TO DISCUSS IRAQI COMPLAINT ON 
APRIL 10 FIREBOMBING, ZAHAWI (IRAQ) SPOKE OF HIS MISSION'S 
SECURITY PROBLEMS OVER PAST FOUR YEARS; SAW SIMILARITY BETWEEN 
APRIL 10 FIREBOMBING AND APRIL 6 ATTACK ON IRAQ AIRWAYS 
OFFICE IN LOS ANGELES; AND WAS CRITICAL OF FACT RABBI 
KAHANE, THOUGH SENTENCED TO PRISON, WAS ABLE TO HAVE 
CONTACTS WITH IDL AND LEAVE HALF-WAY HOUSE DAILY. SOVIETS 
AND BULGARIANS ALSO CONDEMNED APRIL 10 INCIDENT. FORMER FELT

NEW ECONOMIC PLAN ANNOUNCED BY GOVERNOR; AND ATTENTION PLACED

GOV. KIAKING, 

TRACING COURSE OF POLITICAL EVOLUTION IN VIRGIN 

ISLANDS, SAID IT WOULD NOT BE DIFFICULT TO CLASSIFY ISLANDS 
AS COLONY PRIOR TO THEIR ACQUISITION BY US IN 1917, AND 
HE DESCRIBED UNREPRESENTATIVE DANISH SYSTEM IN DETAIL. 

US PURCHASE OF "DANISH WEST INDIES" DID NOT SIGNAL IMMEDIATE 
ADVENT OF SELF-GOVERNMENT, BUT CHANGES IN RELATIONSHIP 
OF ISLANDS TO US DEVELOPED OVER YEARS. HE MENTIONED IN 
PARTICULAR 1936 AND 1954 ORGANIC ACTS AND 1970 DELEGATE TO 
CONGRESS ACT. PRESENT POWER OF VIRGIN ISLANDS LEGISLATURE, 

HE CONTINUED, IS EQUAL TO THAT OF SEVERAL STATES, AND ISLANDS 
HAVE EMERGED AS LARGELY SELF-GOVERNING DEMOCRATIC POLITICAL 
SYSTEM. IT WAS LIKELY THAT CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION WOULD 
BE HELD SOON TO DRAFT "BASIC LAW," BUT IT WAS HIS CON- 
VICTION THAT IT WOULD REAFFIRM THAT PEOPLE OF ISLANDS WERE 
OPPOSED TO ANNEXATION BY ANY OTHER LARGER UNIT AND OPPOSED 
TO INDEPENDENCE FROM US. 

WALTER (NEW ZEALAND) EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR SYMPATHETIC 
WAY SUBCOMITE CONSIDERED TOKELAU ISLANDS, REITERATED NEW 
ZEALAND'S DETERMINATION TO CONTINUE COOPERATING WITH UN. 
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AND HOPED VISITING MISSION COULD BE ARRANGED NEXT YEAR. 
RICHARDSON (UK) OBSERVED THAT NEW HEBRIDES WAS ON BRINK OF 
CONSIDERABLE CHANGE, HOPED SUBCOMITE WOULD REALIZE THAT IT 
COULD NOT COME ABOUT OVERNIGHT, AND STRESSED THAT BOTH 
PARTNERS IN CONDOMINIUM WERE COMMITTED TO IMPLEMENT NUMBER 
OF REFORMS IN ADMINISTRATIVE, LEGAL, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL LIFE 
OF TERRITORY. 

HINCHCLIFFE (AUSTRALIA) TOLD SUBCOMITE COCOS PRESENTED UNIQUE 
AND DELICATE SITUATION; CHANGE WAS NECESSARY. BUT ITS 
PACE HAD TO BE GEARED TO CAPACITY OF PEOPLE TO ABOSRB IT; 

PEOPLE, WHO APPEARED TO BE GENERALLY HAPPY AND CONTENTED, 

HAD HAD ONLY LIMITED CONTACT WITH OUTSIDE WORLD AND PROCESS 
OF PREPARATION FOR EXERCISE OF THEIR RIGHT TO SELF- 
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DETERMINATION HAD TO TAKE TIME. (REPEATED INFO COPENHAGEN, 
WELLINGTON, CANBERRA)
